(2) Al land acquired by a state agency with noneys from these
appropriations shall conply with class A B, and C weed control
provi sions of chapter 17.10 RCW

(3) No noneys from the appropriations in this section shall be
spent for the Lewws and Cl ark equestrian area project (project nunber
92-502A).

(4) The entire appropriation fromthe wildlife account is provided
solely for the critical habitat project category.
